STUDENTS THREATENED AFTER PETITIONING 
SCHOOL FOR INCREASED RACIAL TOLERANCE

A group of University of Chicago students 
who petitioned the school to address its al- 
leged “culture of racial intolerance” are now 
facing threats of violence that federal authori- 
ties are investigating. 

This week, a student’s Facebook account 
was hacked, and an explicit threat was posted 
about a student who circulated the petition. 

In an email to students, university Presi- 
dent Robert J. Zimmer and provost Eric 
Isaacs condemned the attack, calling it “un- 
acceptable” and saying that “an investigation 
is underway with the help of federal law en- 
forcement agencies and third-party website 
providers to see if we can determine who 
posted the message.” 

The FBI would not confirm or deny wheth- 
er it was involved in investigating the incident. 

“This comes in the midst of other incidents 
in which members of our community have felt 
targeted, harassed, or threatened on the basis 
of their identity. Harassment and threats on 
the basis of identity are completely antitheti- 
cal to the values of the University and will not 
be tolerated,” stated the University of Chica- 
go email, which was obtained by RedEye. 

An online petition demanding measures 
such as racial sensitivity training and a more 
diverse faculty began circulating after stu- 
dents complained about classmates wearing 
racist Halloween costumes. 

“Everything started the night of Hallow- 
een. I was on a[campus}] shuttle and I noticed 
a person wearing a cholo costume,” said Vin- 
cente Perez, a 20-year-old University of Chi- 
cago student, describing a derogatory term 
for Mexican-American men. 

The costumed student, whom Perez de- 
scribes as being of Asian descent, was wearing 
a red bandanna, dark sunglasses and a plaid 
flannel shirt with only the top button but- 
toned. His pants were sagging to reveal black 
basketball shorts. 

“As we were getting off I was saying things 
like, ‘Thanks for the racist costume, think 
about what you're doing, it’s really [bleeping]} 
racist,’ ” Perez said. “{The costumed person 
and his friends} weren't really responding to 
us. They basically scoffed at us.” 

Shortly afterward, Facebook photos sur- 
faced of what appeared to be students wear- 
ing similar clothing. One posed with his 
hands behind his back while an apparently 
white student pretended to beat him. 

Calling the Halloween costumes emblem- 
atic of an unfriendly campus environment for 
students of color, Perez and others delivered a 
written statement to the administration last 
week requesting “drastic change in the way 


that diversity is understood at this institution.” 

A meeting Friday between university rep- 
resentatives, Perez and Jaime Sanchez, the 
statement’s other author, was constructive, 
according to university spokesman Jeremy 
Manier. 

“University leaders will move forward with 
a thoughtful response soon, and will continue 
working with students, staff and faculty to 
move these issues forward,” Manier wrote in 
an email to RedEye. 

But the school’s response did not satisfy 
Perez and Sanchez, who opted to begin circu- 
lating an online petition. 

“We've given the university an entire week 
to respond, and that’s a lot, given that Hallow- 
een was a few weeks ago,” Perez said. “Every 
step of the way we’ve given the administra- 
tion time to respond and they haven't shown 
us that it’s a priority. That in itself is another 
slap in the face.” 

Among the petition’s demands: required 
courses on race and ethnicity; more effort to 
hire and retain diverse faculty; and disciplin- 
ary protocols to deal with students who en- 
gage in “discriminatory actions.” 

The racist Halloween costumes are just one 
example of a campus culture that does not ful- 
ly include minorities, Sanchez said. 

“Students of color at the University of Chi- 
cago are academically disenfranchised,” said 
Sanchez, 21. Minority students are expected 
to be the spokespeople for their backgrounds 
in the classroom, he said, and are pressured to 
endure subtle racism without complaint. 

Manier declined to respond to accusations 
that the campus environment is unfriendly to 
students of color, adding that an official state- 
ment from the university is forthcoming. 

On Tuesday night, the Facebook account 
of one of Perez’s friends was hacked, and the 
hacker posted a threat that mentioned Perez 
by name. The post, obtained by RedEye, 
states in part, “Vincente you are next. None 
of your profiles are safe. This is the beginning 
of our rape season... .” 

About 44 percent of students at the College 
of the University of Chicago—that is, mainly 
undergraduate students are white, and 8.5 per- 
cent identify as Hispanic or Latino, according 
to the most recent data available from the uni- 
versity’s registrar. Seventeen percent of under- 
graduate students identify as Asian, 4.7 percent 
as black, and 3.5 percent as multi-racial. 

A campus that is nearly half white has an 
impact on the school’s culture, Sanchez said. 

“It’s just really a matter of people being very 
ignorant about the impact that words have on 
people’s minds,” he said.

Obama to announce 
Immigration plan 


7 | President Obama will outline 2 plan 
“Thursday to relax US. imepracon 
pedicy ane grant relief from deportation to as 
many as 5 million undocumented immigrants 
in a go-it-alone move that will deepen a parti- 
san divide with Republicans. 

The White House said Obama will deliver 
a televised speech Thursday night laying out 
the plan followed by a trip to Las Vegas on Fri- 
day to build support. Nevada is home to the 
highest proportion of undocumented immi- 
grants in the country. 

Some conservative Republicans have threat- 
ened to fight the move by imposing fund- 
ing restrictions in a must-pass spending bill, 
which could conceivably lead to a government 
shutdown. Republican leaders, however, have 
stressed they will not allow a shutdown. 

Obama’s executive orders are expected to 
remove the threat of deportation for as many 
as 5 million of the estimated 11 million people 
living illegally in the United States. This is a 
significant step for a president known for hav- 
ing deported thousands of illegal migrants.

BOILERMAKERS MAY BE THE MOST ELEMENTAL OF PAIRINGS: 


a shot of liquor and a beer. Unadulterated, uncomplicated, unfussy. Even your 


grandpa’s favorite dive bar can pour them. So why are bartenders highlighting boil- 


ermakers on cocktail menus next to creative, multi-ingredient original cocktails? 


The reason may be as straightforward as 
the combo itself. “{Bartenders} went through 
the speakeasy and waxed mustache phase. 
The natural tendencies of bartenders is to 
go back to something more simple, more 
primal,” said Michael Rubel, beverage director 
at Henry’s Swing Club, which has a section on 


the menu devoted to boilermakers. “They’re 

a good corrective to some of the complicated 
cocktails, to a lot of preciousness.” Plus, most 
bartenders really like drinking them. “It’s the 
natural beverage of choice for a lot of bartend- 
ers,” Rubel said. “When a bartender gets done 
making really great craft cocktails, what do 


you really want?” 

There are only two aspects of boilermakers 
that seem to cause any confusion: where the 
term came from, and how they should be con- 
sumed. “I have no idea where the name comes 
from,” said Paul Sauter of Tippling Hall, which 
also features boilermakers on its menu. “But 
I could certainly tell you that ... people have 
always liked consuming two types of alcohol 
together. Who started calling it a boilermaker? 
T don’t think we'll ever know.” Other bartend- 
ers I spoke to echoed Sauter’s shrug. Even the 
International Brotherhood of Boilermakers

website has a section devoted to the mystery. 
Equally perplexing for some is whether the 
shot should be consumed before the beer, or 
dropped into the beer like a “bomb.” On this 
issue, at least, I found some answers. “A ‘depth 
charge’ is when you actually put the shot inside 
the beer. So to me, a boilermaker is emphati- 
cally not that,” Rubel said. “It’s just booze in a 
glass and a beer. Period. There’s a certain grav- 
ity there, so the games of dropping it in there, 
it takes away from that.” Now that you’re 
ready to take this drink seriously, here’s where 
to find new versions of a classic pairing.

The West Loop bar recently retooled its menu 
to include a thoughtful selection of boiler- 
maker pairings ($12-$15), from approachable 
(bourbon and pilsner) to adventurous (green 
chartreuse and Three Floyds’ Zombie Dust). 
“Pve sat down and tasted these out with all the 
beers and really tried to figure out flavors that 
have gone well together,” Lone Wolf bar direc- 
tor Stephen Cole said. That includes a shot of 
blanco tequila paired with Founders Centennial 
IPA. “The beer’s bright, piney, almost marijua- 
na-like and grapefruit notes go so well with 
agave spirits,” Cole said. His favorite combo, 
though, is a shot of green chartreuse and a 
Three Floyds Zombie Dust pale ale. “Bartenders 
that know me, [when | go to their bars], there’s 
a shot of green chartreuse sitting there next to 
a hoppy beer.”

a pickleback (shot of whiskey 
and shot of pickle juice). Two 
drinks not enough? Go all in with 
the Blarney Miller ($9), a triple- 
fister that includes a shot of Irish 
whiskey, shot of pickle juice, a shot 
of sangrita (a Mexican chaser that 
Tippling Hall makes with tomato, 
cucumber and pomegranate ) anda 
7-ounce Miller High Life bottle.

Though you can walk into nearly any bar and 
order a shot and a beer, Rubel believes boiler- 
makers deserve their own spotlight. “People 
who enjoy a shot and a beer are excited to 
see them on the menu and that someone 
respects that,” he said. “We're going to give 
each a name and make them as important as 
any seven-ingredient cocktail on there.” Try 
the Packaged Goods ($6), an ultra-Chicago 
combo of malort and an Old Style draft, or 

a Staff Meeting, which combines a shot of 
fernet amaro with a can of Founders All Day 
IPA ($9). Drinking like your dad (or with your 
dad)? Order a shot of bonded bourbon and 

a can of Stroh’s, which Rubel has dubbed 
Hamtramck after a neighborhood in north- 
ern Detroit. 


Coming soon: Barley & Brass 
2015 W. Division St. 
This forthcoming tavern from the brothers be- 
hind River North burger spot 25 Degrees will 
highlight boilermakers on its beverage menu 
when it opens in the former Fame space in 
Wicker Park. Expect to see house- 
infused cinnamon whiskey with 
an Old Style back ($9) and a 
shot of house bitters served 
with a PBR ($8). Management 
expects Barley & Brass to open 
within the next week or two.

NETFLIX OF FASHION?

hen it comes to subscription boxes, I don’t discriminate. I’ve signed up for 


beauty boxes, jewelry boxes, even snack boxes. I love the idea of discover- 


ing something that I might not find otherwise. That was the initial appeal with Le 


Tote, a monthly subscription service that promises a box full of curated clothing 


and accessories for $49. 


How’s it different from other stylist-in- 
a-box services? It has a hint of Rent the 
Runway’s logic. Once you receive your tote, 
you can wear the items for as long as you'd 
like (no tags included). Then, you send back 
what you don’t want and keep what you'd like 
to purchase—at a discounted rate, I should 
add. You can return your tote as many times 
as you'd like throughout the month— they 
send a new one as soon as the returned items 
are processed. 

Le Tote, nicknamed the “Netflix of Fash- 
ion,” is ideal for a 20-something who doesn’t 
have hours to shop but craves a rotating 
closet. It’s practical for the girl who’s will- 
ing to buy and the girl who’s never ready to 
commit. In theory, it’s a dream come true. In 


reality, the underwhelming selection leaves 
something to be desired. 


Time up front 
Newbies should set aside a good chunk of 
time to register with Le Tote. Upon signing 
up, the site guided me through a laundry list 
of questions about my size and style prefer- 
ences. Next, I scanned through dozens of 
items —tops, skirts, dresses, jewelry and 
scarves—and indicated what I liked. If you’re 
not careful here, you could end up with 
something you don’t want, as this is the pool 
the stylists draw from. 

Admittedly, I registered on my lunch 
break and didn’t give this part my undivided 
attention. But before I knew it, my first tote 


was on its way. You can peek at what’s coming 
online, but I opted to keep it a surprise. 


Unboxed 

Despite my lack of patience, my first tote 
didn’t disappoint. I received a Splendid 
blouse (1), BB Dakota sweater (2), J the Way 
cardigan (3), Gazel necklace (4) and Adia 
Kibur stud earrings (5). I was pleasantly 
surprised by the brands I recognized and 
intrigued by the ones I didn’t know. I logged 
onto my account to check the value of each 
item, just so I’d know the consequences of 
falling deeply in love with anything (some- 
times I’m practical like that). 

As I mentioned earlier, Le Tote members 
get a discount on every item. It was reassur- 
ing to know that the most expensive item 
in my tote, a red Splendid blouse, was $84, 
marked down from $108. An investment? 
Sure. Out of my price range? Nope. 

I tried on everything and determined what 
Id test drive further. That’s the other thing 
about Le Tote: It’s smart to have a game plan. 
I knew I wanted to return the tote fairly 
quickly in order to get at least two shipments

out of my monthly fee. 
The sizes were all accurate and fit well, but 
that’s not tough with tops and jewelry. I wore 
what I wanted, decided against keeping any 
of it, packaged it up in the prepaid envelope 
(no cleaning necessary) and shipped it back. 


Second time around 

That night, I logged onto my account and de- 
cided to clean up “My Closet,” where Le Tote 
stores all those items you favorited at the 
beginning of the process. I scanned the new 
arrivals section, added a few more items to 
my list and removed the stuff I hastily liked 
on day one. Within three days I received an 
email that my next shipment was en route. 

This time, I took a look at what was com- 
ing before it arrived: a French Connection 
tee, RD Style blouse, Saint Grace dress, Trad- 
ing Trunk statement necklace and Adia Kibur 
stud earrings. 

Peeping on the tote worked to my 
advantage —I pieced together outfits in my 
mind before the box even arrived at my desk. 
I'd pair the black designer tee with the blue- 
hued statement necklace for an effortless

But if 
you're hoping to try new trends or step out of 
your comfort zone, you might want to look 


elsewhere. 
Although everything I received was 


practical, I was hoping for more of a fashion 


challenge—a box brimming with stuff I 


typically wouldn’t pick up at the department 
store. Even after browsing and re-browsing 
the site’s inventory, I couldn’t find more than
